This pronouncement sinks Rockefeller below che 
level of two ocher Governors, Faubus and Long, 
puccing him in che cacegory of chac gigantic intellect 
and ruler of a nacion. Queen Juliana of the Nether¬ 
lands. It was Her Majescy’s pleasure co entertain 
Adamski recencly, and co hear about his frequent 
round-crips co Mars and che moon. 

If Rockefeller ever gets into the White House, 
Adamski will make him a perfect Secrecary of State. 
Sparked by new-broom Leo A. Hoegh, called "direc¬ 
tor” of che Othce of Civil and Defense Mobilization, 
four colleges have announced credit-courses in "sur¬ 
vival education”.

Since last we met, one Lloyd Malian joined the 
saner segment of us suckers and wrote a piece for 
Tme Magazine, "The Big Red Lie”, purporting to

Chronicle , in Inform (Baltimore), in Electronic

Malian and his publisher Ralph Daigh needed no 
subpoenas. They were willing co calk, and so daces 
were sec. 

"In advance of che hearing, part of which will 
be secret, che World-Telegram interviewed leading 
scienciscs and rocket experts and examined all avail¬ 
able documentary evidence." W-T, 3-11-39. 

The secret sessions, you understand, were for 
securicy reasons, chat is for che security of chc 
politicians and cheir cax-eacing appointees who don’t 
dare accuse Russia of hoaxing US without exposing 
cheir own nakedness. 



The results of che World-Tele probe are noc 
signed, but these are che experts who believed in 
Lunik: 

Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, Chief of che Army 
Ordnance Missile Command. 

Dr. W. H. Pickering, director of che National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration’s jet propul¬ 
sion laboratory. 

Dr. Werner von Braun, former rocket man for 
Hitler. He said Lunik radio signals had been received 
at Goldscone and Palomar "actually photographed or 
at least visually observed Lunik after it had passed 
che moon.” 
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When Dr. H. W. Babcock, assistant director of 
Palomar, was asked about that, he is quoted: "Dr. 
von Braun’s information must have come from a 
misleading source. There was no photograph or 
observation made here that could be remotely iden¬ 
tified with the Russion Lunik." N.Y. Post, 5-28-59. 

See, also, DOUBT #60, where Whipple made a 
similar disclaimer. 

The others who defended Lunik’s position — and 
consequently their own — were Dr. Charles S. 
Sheldon, technical director of the Select Committee 
on Astronautics and Space Exploration, Dr. Hugh 
L. Dryden, Lt. Gen. C. S. Irvine, Air Force deputy 
chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Bernard S. Schriever, com¬ 
mander of the Air Force's ballistic missile division. 

Gen. Leslie Groves, one time chief of the Man¬ 
hattan project said: "The only way we can operate 
safely is to assume that Russia is way ahead of us, 
since the cost of any mistake on our part would be 
our total destruction.’* 

On the other hand, Charles H. Donnelly, senior 
specialist in national defense in the Library of 
Congress’ Legislative Reference Service, cited figures 
rather substantiating Malian’s estimate of relative 
strength. The Russ has 18 military missiles, he says, 
and the USA has 47. 

The name of Dr. Homer E. Newell Jr., was added 
to the pro-Luniks by the Wor/</-7V/r, 5-12-5 9. 

The funniest contribution to the series was the 
column by George E. Sokols ley in the Jonrnal- 
American , 5-2 5-5 9. Many of you know George as 
the last crumbling bastion of any and every archaic 
reaction.

Q: "If Malian is right and everybody else wrong, 
why are we spending all our money to beat the 
Russians to the moon?** 

A: How was that again, George? 

Q: "No one in authority in the government of 
rh? United States has thus far supported Malian’s 
statement. Are they all fooled, from President Eisen¬ 
hower down?" 

b .: No, George, they are not fooled. 

Q: "Is the CIA fooled?’’ 

A: No. 

Q: "Is the Pentagon fooled?" 

A: No. 

Q.: "Is every newspaperman in Russia fooled?" 

A: No. Nobody is fooled but Ivan the Sucker and 
Homer the Sap — who pay all the bills. Get it 
now, George? 

Malian wrote that the Soviet Union "was not 
capable of designing or building an effective inter¬ 
continental missile — or, indeed, any long-range 
rocket that would know where it was going before 
it got there." 

And that is exactly where the USA stands today. 



Aside from the Malian fracas, most of Washing¬ 
ton’s time has been devoted to wrangling between 
civilian agencies over the size of their cut of the 
plum-duff and the efforts of the military to keep 
the damned civilians out entirely. But they are all 
smart enough to realize that by shuffling commands 
and changing bureau names the appropriations will 
seem smaller to Homer and he will be utterly in¬ 
capable of learning the grand total.

Joseph De Lia who believes anything Authority cells 
him. In che short space of 80 minutes all four of 
his children had their tonsils yanked at Columbus 
Hospital, Newark. They were Deborah, 5, Joseph, 4, 
Robert, 2 l / 2 , Louis, 20 months. N.Y. Journal - 
American, 6-5-5 9. 
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The De Lias will make good statistics. We’ll try 
to keep track of how many of them are paralyzed 
by polio with or without Salk shots, and how soon. 

Little Larry Cohen, 8, of Westbury, L.I., didn’t 
wait for polio to set in. Dr. Michael Eden, Mal- 
verne, took his tonsils out at 10 a.m. "although he 
came out of the operation apparently all right" — 
he died at 2:30 p.m. N.Y. Post, 4-27-39. Cr. 
Steinberg. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson of Oceanside, Calif., had 
a quarrel. The father tried to take the baby, 7 
months old, and the mother held on to its head. It 
died of a broken neck. Kansas City Times, 3-3 1-59. 

The Krais of Stillwater, Minn., refused to send 
Tommy, 7, to school. Papa is head of the applied 
math department of the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing Co., and mama is also a college 
grad. At home Tommy studies music, arithmetic, 
German, mythology, poetry, geography, English 
composition, spelling, chemistry, art — reads Shaks- 
pere and plays chess with- his father. 

Local authorities have had the Krais in court 
twice to force them to send Tommy co school. Judge 
Searle Sandeen sentenced them co 30 days in jail.

He urges 
continual checks during production as an essencial 
step in che designing of safer secs ... Ac least one 
major British radio manufacturer has scopped making 
projection secs because of che danger involved."

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A new Navy LST, which cose 10 million dollars, 
set out for its shakedown cruise with two rear 
admirals among 200 aboard. She is the USS Wood 
County, and she goc stuck on the beach making 
her first landing. After straining her own engines 
3 Vz hours she had to be pulled otf by a tug. K C 
Times , 5-23-59.

Monkeys got in the news when Sir Ronald Fisher, 
prexy of Gonville and Cains college at Cambridge 
U, spoke in Adelaide, Australia. He said that cats 
and dogs could be taught to talk and monkeys 
trained to be servants and to work in factories, by 
"surgery on the brain followed by intensive train¬ 
ing".

Lake Panama making tape recordings of their sounds 
for the Smithsonian Institution. 

Just for the record one R. L. Garner had the 
same idea more than 60 years ago and made wax 
recordings to the same end. The results of his study 
were published in a book. Apes and Monkeys, Tbetr 
Life and Language, Ginn & Co., Boston and Lon¬ 
don, 1900. 

My recollection is that Garner followed that with 
a second book on the same subject, but I can’t put 
my hand on it at the moment.

The El Dorado Times, 5-16-5 9, quotes the Tulsa 
Tribune: "We note that Senator Byrd has waxed 
indignant over the Navy wasting $2 million a year, 
and we agree. If the Navy can’t waste more than 
that, it should turn the job over to some of the 
experts in the field with which our government 
abounds." 

"An Army report says Dr. Irving Cowan of Mil¬ 
waukee received *41,887 from the Army during two 
and one-half months in 19 50 for taking Xrays of 
Army draftees and reservists."

In che El Dorado Times che IBM department is 
called "che Listening Post’* and is signed "R.A.C." 

"Weight of che world is estimated at 6,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000 sexcillion cons — and yec ac 
cimes che tax burden seems fully that heavy." 
(That’s all che IBMs for now.) 

A "huge" bubbling and sceaming green "scain" 
was observed by pilot Harry MacFarland, in che 
Atlantic 200 miles W of Ireland. KC Times , 6-15-5 9. 

In several places in che Missouri river, commercial 
fishermen report catching sturgeon with rubber 
bands around them. Jack Hoey, Osage County con¬ 
servation agent, gets che reports. Similar phenom 
"near St. Louis" in 1951. KC Star 6-14-59. 

In Como Zoo, Sc. Paul, Minn., six men milked 
a lioness for U of Minn., scientists. KC Times, 
4-14-59. 

Three brave researchers of the Army Medical Re¬ 
search Laboratory ac Ft. Knox — not named, one 
regrets to say — report chat they have created 
"chirscless" dogs (no number stated) by removing a 
portion of che dogs’ brains. EL Dorado Times , 
4-15-59. 

FORTE AN LOSSES 

The best memorial piece I have read about our 
Accepted Fellow of 12 FS, Frank Lloyd Wright, 
was che one that Alistair Cooke wrote for che 
Manchester Guardian Weekly, 4-16-5 9. Cooke, as 
host, met Wright, as guest star, on a TV program, 
and his experience closely parallels my own, a good 
many years before. Wright was a guest scar on a 
radio show I was writing in Hollywood, in che 
year 9 FS. 

Cooke says, "He looked like Merlin posing as 
Whistler’s Mother." I concur, and can confirm che 
details of che Wright behavior between contract 
signing and air time. Cantankerously he refused to 
rehearse — until came rehearsal time, when he re¬ 
hearsed like the magnificent trouper he was. He 
gagged and sputtered and cursed che lines I had 
written for him, insisted on substituting his own 
— until we were on che air, when he stuck to the 
script verbatim like a very lamb. 

Even as I write, the Regents of Arizona State 
University are debating Wright’s planj for a 
$6,500,000 auditorium and fine artj center. One 
says, "It looks like Disneyland," N. Y. T hnes, 
7-5-59. And Mr. Cooke: "for 50 years (he) seduced 
wax manufacturers, oil tycoons, bishops, university 
boards of trustees, and at least one Emperor of 
Japan into commissioning cantilevered Aztec struc¬ 
tures most of which were later rescinded, con¬ 
demned as unsafe, or merely paid for and deplored." 


Yes, chat was Frank Lloyd Wright. He used archi¬ 
tecture as a springboard to his true life vocation 
which was to be che number one controversialist of 
all time. That was what made him che splendid 
Forcean he was. 

In che same sad quarter, we have lost also. Life 
Member R. DeWicc Miller, who for years conducted 
a Fortean-cype column in Coronet, and published 
che book Forgotten Mysteries, familiar co many 
members. 

And Bart Reagan is gone coo. Bart was chat 

draftee who refused to let che Army tap his spine 

for a fluid sample. The Docs cook it by force, ac¬ 
cording to Bart, and chat was che end of his use¬ 
fulness as a soldier. He stayed in bed after chat, 

moved from hospital to hospital, until he was dis¬ 
charged.

Intellectually he is a child busy denouncing 
the inequities of Papa while Papa is busy crying to 
fight off che Indians — che child chinks Papa must 
be lying and che Indians must be nicer or at least 
no. worse. The child of course can’t imagine how 
things could get any worse. Stephen Spender re¬ 
marked in a recent issue of ENCOUNTER chat chis 
was che trouble wich che Western "beats” and 
"young angries” — they were worrying only about 
headaches whereas che rest of che world had to 
worry about cancer. 

"Realizing chat che main problem today is cancer, 
i.c., cocalicarianism, doesn't of course mean one is 
"for" headaches — or, to return co the first analogy, 
there is a qualitative difference between the types 
who are dragging us deeper under the impression 
chat down is up, and che types who have not yet 
caught chis drunkenness and are still going along 
just for che ride — without, of course, realizing 
what ic is all about. Thus, Eisenhower is dumb, 
complacent, etc., but he is qualitatively different 
psychologically from a genial psychopath like 
Khrushchev (who reminds me a bit of Goering).”

our ability. As you have observed from 
the several we have produced in facsimilie 
—life size—the handwriting is difficult, to 
say the least; many are written in sym¬ 
bols and code, a personal shorthand. Each 

date is on a separate scrap of paper. They 
fill 3 2 boxes. The boxes are in two series, 
one numbered, one identified by letters of 
the alphabet. The numbered boxes con¬ 

tain records of non-human phenomena, 
the others, records of persons. It is our 
device to alternate the two series so chat 
the printed record is chronologically con¬ 
secutive. 

The letters BA refer to Reports of the 
British Association for the Advancement 
of Science, which many US libraries have. 
The numerals, such as 'll or ’64 etc., in 
connection with BA sometimes refer to 
volume number, sometimes to year. In 
applying for this material at your public 
library, mention that to the attendant 
and you should have no difficulty. 

Back numbers of DOUBT contain all 
the notes to the point where we begin 
below. Subsequent issues will continue 
them until the 3 2 boxes are printed.
